These samples are very 
similar to what. is usually sold in “ public houses” 
in this country'as whisky. 

The whisky would net, of course, be con- 
sidered of good quality fr ma commercial point 
of view, but the total percentages of “fusel oil 
impurities,” and more especially tho proportions 
of fusfurol and aldehydes present i in these gam- 
Ples, are considerably less than are generally 
fonnd in genuine Seotch and Trish “ pot still” 
whiskies of high commercial quality. 

Samples c, D, and E. are wholly, or simost 
wholly, ecniposed of “ patent” or “silent” spirit 
diluted, coloured and flavoured to imitate brandy 
and whisky. 

The “silent” spirit used in concocting these 
mixtures waa highly rectified; and, as will be 
Seen from the results of the analyses, the “ frsel 
oil impurities” in the “whisky” and * “brandy” $ 
us s0ld are very low.

SIR _R. DOUGLAS ON CHINA, . 


A meating wos rs held at the London In-titn- 
tion, Finsbury-cireus, on 13th November, when 
Sir Robert K. Douglas, Keeper of Orioutal 
Books and Munuscyipts at the British Museum, 
guve an addross on “The Present Condition 
and Probable Fature of China,” ; 

Sir R. Dovenas, who explained. that. his 
topic was a wide one, briefly reviewed. the 


circumstances which had, during tho ast 
century, moulded China's future. He re- 
merked, in’ tho course of his address, : that] 


it had always been uo dream with the Chinose 
that the time would some day como when 
thoy would bo ablo to drive tho foreigners, 
who wore objecied to now as much as over, into 
the sea, The recent Boxor outbreak was the 
Jatest attempt in this direction. Whon the 
Chineso had ‘found, them*elves, by stress. of 
circumstances, compolled to yield concessions 
on paprr, they had always laid the flattering |. 
auction to their souls that it was only fora 
short time and that afterwards they would bol 
rid of us for ever The.missionary, clause in 
the treaty which followed the war of 1856 had, 
acerding to the Chinese authorities, worked 
infinite mischief. It had admitted into the 
country many men whe, for’ want of train- 
ing and tact, had outraged the ra.igious feeling 
of the people, It unfortunately could not be 
denied. that, instead of getting the very 
best material, tho missionary societies had been 
obliged to put up with in some instances any 
one: thay could get. Thoy had been compelled 
te take men who know nothing, of the religions 
of ‘the people and who, in their blind zeal, 
condemned to eternal torments all those who 
were’ boyond the pale of Christianity, He 
should bo the last to decry missionary work in 
China. “By their teaching, and. by their 
‘example, our, missionaries had -done, dnd 
were doing, a good aud noble work in China, 
but instances had occurred of the absence of 
wise toluration, and the result had been outrages, 
violence, and murder, The Chinose * affirmed 
that extra-torvitoriality virtually was held to 
exonerate foreignors from obedience to all forms 
of Jaw, and urged that if it were abolished the 
missioneries won.d be more careful in their 
actions, and, the prosent tension on the part of 
the officisls and people boing thus put an end 
to. would lead to an understauding which would 
take out of the situation the friction which now 
existed... The feeling which mainly embittersd | 
the hostility to Christians. in the Boxor 
outbreak was that provoked by the know- 
ledve that the reformers were closely as- 
sociated with missionaries. Thus Christiani- 
ty had become, in the eyes of the Chi- 
nese, a symbol of rebellion, anda great 
majority of the mandurins verily believed that |. 
the empire would have no rost so loug as the 
missionaries wore allowed a froe hand to prosuly- 
tite rege Tho Boxorshad forthe time boing 
recoived their quietus, but the original position 
of wifaira remained the same. ‘To the mon who 
rose in arms in 1898-1900 the existing state of 
things vas as vepignant as it was then, and 
they wera but biding their time until, by a | 
torn of the wheel, fortune ‘might put the op- 
portunity and the necessary force into their 
hands.
